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A Bath-Built Derelict 


For years, we have had the accompanying photo- 
graph in the library, unidentified except with a 
scribbled pencil notation, “Famous derelict Mary E. 
Wolston.” Library staff looked the Mary E. Wolston 
up in every vessel registry they could find, with no 
result—no such vessel could be found. Not knowing 
where to go from there, but trusting that the mystery 
would be solved in time, we filed the picture in the 
photograph collection under its supposed name and 
included it in the inventory of the collection. 


Last year, Sue Holmes of Freeport sent us a packet of 
newspaper clippings from the 1920s; she had found 
them among things which had belonged to her par- 
ents, Stuart and Dorothy Herbert of Falmouth. Each 
clipping was about a Maine-built vessel and one, from 
the 17 October 1926 Portland Sunday Telegram, was 
about a Bath-built vessel named the Fannie E. Wolston 
which had been abandoned in 1891 and became a fa- 
mous derelict, floating on her cargo of lumber for 
years. It is rather a hokey article, containing surpris- 
ingly few solid facts, but the Wolston name rang a bell.

Since computer inventories are searchable by any part 
of a name (as opposed to printed vessel registers, of- 
ten searchable only by the entire name), we quickly 
ran down the photograph and assigned the vessel its 
proper name. 


Knowing the actual name made looking for additional 
information relatively easy. The Fannie E. Wolston was 
a three-masted schooner built at Bath in 1882 by Goss 
& Sawyer for managing owner Freeman H. Curtis. 
Her home port was Bath until her abandonment on 
15 October, 1891; she had been headed for Bath with 
a cargo of lumber from Georgia’s Satilla River. Capt. 
L. M. Marr (of Georgetown) and crew of six left the 
vessel 100 miles east by south of Cape Henry, taken 
off the dismasted hulk by the tern schooner William 
Jones of Boston. The Wolston then began her two and 
a half years of aimless, awash wanderings of the At- 
lantic. She is supposed to have drifted more than 7,000 
miles during that time, frequently sighted by other 
vessels, looking much like she does in this photo- 
graph. No action is known to have been taken to sink 
her, so she eventually must have broken up. —NRL

Presentations 
by our speakers will continue, at a leisurely pace, until 
noon on Sunday.

This year’s speakers represent a seaworthy mix of 
maritime scholarship and seafaring experience. We 
look forward to seeing you on this auspicious first 
weekend of May. 


In alphabetical order: 


W. CONRAD BYERS of Parrsboro, Nova Scotia, is a 
teacher and photographer who has been involved 
with many historical research and restoration projects. 
He has also had the opportunity to visit many of the 
Peruvian and Chilean nitrate ports. His talk, “Rise 
and Fall of the South American West Coast Nitrate 
Trade in the Age of Sail,” will emphasize the physi- 
cal and social conditions of life in the nitrate ports, 
and the importance of this trade to the ultimate “per- 
fection” of the wind ship as a bulk carrier. 


KATHRYN H. CAMPBELL, curator of Penobscot 
Marine Museum in Searsport, Maine, has worked pre- 
viously in the curatorial departments of South Street 
Seaport Museum and Maine Maritime Museum. She 
will discuss the history of canoes and canoe-building 
in Maine in her talk, “From Bark to Canvas: The Evo- 
lution of a Maine Canoe Exhibit.” 


GLENN GRASSO is a graduate student at Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire, trained in maritime research 
at the Williams College-Mystic Seaport Museum 
Maritime Studies Program. He has uncovered previ- 
ously unknown material on Frederick Pease Harlow, 
author of The Making of a Sailor; or, Sea Life Aboard a 
Yankee Square-Rigger (1928). He will talk about 
Harlow’s adventurous life in his presentation, “The 
Making of Frederick Pease Harlow: Sailor, Author, 
Pioneer.” 
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MORGIANA P. HALLEY is a maritime ethnographer 
and folklorist who has done graduate work at Me- 
morial University of Newfoundland and the Uni- 
versity of Sheffield in England. Her doctoral research 
consisted of interviews with 125 veteran seafarers 
from both North America and the United Kingdom 
who sailed in the convoys of World War II. Her pre- 
sentation, “’As if the Convoy Were Breathing’: Memories 
of World War II Seafarers,” is based on her research. 


JON B. JOHANSEN of Winterport, Maine is publisher 
of “Maine Coastal News” and author of much of its 
contents. He is also actively building a database of 
Maine-built vessels. In his travels along the coast, he 
has run across many fascinating stories and accom- 
plished people. He will speak from his own research 
and oral history interviews about the history of 
boatbuilding — especially lobster boats — in eastern 
Maine in “Boatbuilders of Beals Island and Jonesport.” 


ANDREW NESDALL, of Waban, Massachusetts, is a 
life-long researcher, scholar of maritime history, and 
marine artist. His particular interest has been square- 
riggers, both American and European. Growing up 
in New York in the 1920s and ‘30s, he paid attention 
to maritime things around him, and as a young man 
he served in the ship Tusitala and aboard other ves- 
sels. His talk, “Memories of Sail,” will be based on 
these experiences. 


DAVID J. SHARPE of Baltimore retired from The 
George Washington University Law School faculty in 
1997; he continues to study and write about maritime 
law. His talk, “In the Wake of the Spanish Slave Ship 
Esperanza,” will treat the historical setting of a well- 
known U.S. admiralty case, De Lovio v. Boit, which 
began with the 1812 British seizure of a Boston in- 
sured Cuban ship (bound from Havana to Angola) 
and ended inconclusively in Boston and London.

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New Exhibit: From A Shipbuilder’s Attic 
Maritime Photographs from a Bath Home 


An exhibit of historical photographs opened in the 
Peterson Gallery on February 9, 2001; it will run 
through May 20, 2001. A small but meaningful ex- 
hibit, it is comprised of six photographs donated in 
recent months by one of Maine Maritime Museum’s 
founders, Donald A. Spear.

Words on the Wind 


It's a February afternoon, growing dark early, and 
we're in the teeth of one. Snow is cascading down the 
skies.

Not a “nor’easter,” as we printed in last issue’s piece 
on the schooner Wyoming (lost in such a storm in 
1924). A northeaster. 


Member Dave Davis of Orland, Maine reminded us 
of the correct word with the aid of a Bangor Daily News 
editorial from January 26". Seems that periodic at- 
tempts have been made to correct ordinary Ameri- 
can usage to something resembling what a Yankee 
mariner (or any true New Englander), for whom the 
weather matters a great deal, would say. Proper Yan- 
kee usage dictates “nor’west” and “sou’west,” but 
“northeast” and “southeast.” This pronunciation 
arose (according to Tom Halsted of Gloucester, who 


that attics in Bath can still contain such wonderful 
artifacts is a testament to the maritime nature of this 
community. 


Four of the six photographs are displayed in their 
original frames, although steps have now been taken 
to protect the photographs from the acidic wood 
frames and backings. Each picture is a broad scene of 
a shipyard, sailing vessel, or maritime business, 
loaded with detail and character. Those who care to 
examine the images can learn a great deal about build- 
ing ships and living in this area in the 19" century.

has commented widely on this issue) in order to cir- 
cumvent the confusion of shouted directions on deck. 
So did “port” diverge from “larboard,” to better con- 
trast with “starboard.” 


Part of becoming conversant with the past involves 
appreciating the peculiar elements of lost speech, ele- 
ments that can open up worlds of meaning. Sea lan- 
guage has always come ashore, especially in mari- 
time regions. And as a result, our maritime culture — 
even those elements that have since vanished — sur- 
vives in language. Along with artifacts and written 
history, museums can draw on language, the most 
telling of cultural artifacts, to help illuminate the past. 


So drop anchor near a glowing stove, and enjoy a 
mug-up as you scan the horizon for the next storm. 
When it comes, remember that it may be a northeaster.

naptha-powered fantail launch swings into a new berth in the Jewett Building. 


Naptha Launch Restoration Complete 


Over the years, the Museum has compiled a superb 
collection of Maine watercraft. One of the most un- 
usual is a graceful, 21-foot naptha-powered fantail 
launch built around 1890, and used for decades bya 
family in the Boothbay Harbor area. 


Our naptha launch is a relic in more ways than one. 
Its power technology (patented in 1883) was transi- 
tory, existing for only about 20 years. Naptha and 
other “vapor” engines ran on chemical steam gener- 
ated by boiling naptha (a form of gasoline), alcohol, 
or kerosene — a volatile prospect! The engines were 
popular because, unlike steam engines, a license was 
not required to run them. But many launch owners 
discovered the dangers of naptha the hard way. Acci- 
dents were common, and sometimes deadly, leading 
to a rapid decline in the use of these engines as gaso- 
line engines became more reliable. Nonetheless, the 
naptha engine was significant in bridging the gap 
between the steam era and the ascendancy of gaso- 
line and diesel-fired marine engines. 


Launches originally powered by naptha are also rare 
in that the boats themselves were built by a sole fac- 
tory, the Gas Engine & Power Company of New Jer- 
sey, and only between the years 1886 and 1905. In 
that time, over 2,000 naptha launches were produced 
for clients all over the world, although most were used 
in North America and Europe. Steam launches then 
numbered in the tens of thousands, so even at the 
height of their popularity, naptha launches were some- 
what unusual. It is not surprising that so few have 
survived until the present day. 
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Our naptha launch came to the Museum a decade 
ago, a shadow of her former self. Covered in red paint 
that obscured the original varnished-oak finish, suf- 
fering from structural problems, and fitted with a re- 
placement gas engine, the boat was nonetheless sig- 
nificant enough to rebuild and restore to her original 
appearance. This included rebuilding a replacement 
naptha engine, which proved to be one of the more 
challenging aspects of the restoration. Working from 
rare pieces of other engines, and fabricating a new 
copper bow tank, Boatshop volunteers created a near 
facsimile of the original naptha engine. (It is still in- 
complete, however). 


The boat herself was brought back from a bare hull, 
reframed and refastened with copper rivets, new deck 
timbers and mahogany decks. Boatshop manager Will 
West re-milled the old decking to replace missing parts 
of the boat’s interior. Almost every Boatshop volun- 
teer had a hand in restoring the naptha launch, but 
for Peter Watson and Ken Shepherd, in particular, the 
boat was a major focus for over two years. Their care- 
ful work shows in the tidy, gleaming launch now 
ready for the next chapter in its life, a rare example of 
this transitory boat type. 


A tip of the hat to the talented crew that brought back 
this fine historic example of the arts of boatbuilding 
and marine engineering! —AW
